The railway la in good working con- 
dition. . OlBcers are distributing the 
reserve of stores that were brought 
np from Liao Yang, as adequate sup- 
plies are now roming in from the 
north. Details of the fighting near 
Inpu, between Bentslaputze and the 
railroad on September 26, show that 
Qen. Mlstchenko's scouts, aocompan- 
ied by a battery of artillery, attacke '' 
a Japanese position where there were 
a battery of artillery, two sqiiadronr 
of cavalry and two companies of in 
fantry. The Japanese were shelled out 
of their position on a hiU and suffered 
heavy loss. As they retired the Rus 
siaas ooevpied the hill nn'til nightfall, 
when they, too, r^lrad under cover 
of darkneas, having loet oaly three 
men. 

The Japanese are sending out large 
partiea of scouts daily wlfti the object 
of eheeUag the Ruaalaaa' oontlnuoas 
ralda. 

The march of Gen. Rennenkampf's 
<'oHsacI<K around the Japanese right 
ilank, which was mentioned in these 
dlBpatches on September 26, was a 
remarkable performance. Acoompan- 
led by a battery of artillery, the Cos- 
sucks covered 80 miles in S2 hours. 
They struck the enemy north of Ben'- 
slaputze on September 19, and thence 
continued south, circling the Japanese 
right flank and coining unexpectedly 
OB the Japanese line of communlca- 
tlon near Benslpu. on the bank of the 
Taitse river, September 22. inflicted 
considerabie damage. The .lapanesi? 
were thrown into great confusion but 
retired willi a loss of only two killed.

The 
oil paintings were torn and there 
were markB showing that ilic features 
of the emperor has been btumped up- 
on. Tbe vandalism was reported at 
once, to the exposition authorities and 
an inveatigation ordered.

Will Be Prosecuted to the End and 
the Quilty Man Puniahed. 

Lexington, Ky., Sept. 29.— The Mal» 

lipan poisoning case will lie prosecute' 
ed to the end and the guilty man pun- 
ished. A committee composed of C. 
J. Bronston and MaJ. D. Q. Falconer, 
prominent lawyers, was called to in- 
vestigate the affair by Judge Mulli- 
gan. This committee was at Mulli- 
j^iui^ Imnie until nearly midnight in- 
\estigaling the case. When the com- 
mittee was apiwinted Judge Mulligan 
requested that they make a searching 
Investigation and point out his duty 
to him and that -he would perform 
that duty. This statement means that 
if James Mulligan is guilty he will be 
prosecuted. A theory was published 
in an afternoon paper that some one 
other than Jamea Mulligan Induced 
the Negro Mitchell to put poison in 
the salmon in order to ereatp suspi- 
cion upon James and ruin his reputa- 
tion. At this time absolutely no sus- 
picion rests upon any other person. 
Col. Bronston waa quoted Wednesday 
morning aa saying that he believed 
the Negro lied when he made the con- 
fession. He authorised a correspond- 
ent to say that he has never expressed 
an opinion as to, James Mulligan's 
guilt or innocence or to Mitchell"s ve- 
racity. Mitchell gave out another 
statement Wednesday tbat only he 
and James Mulligan were connected 
with atteiiipt to poison the family. 

Due to alaim felt by the family, the 
home of Judge James H. Mulligan, on 
whom attempt to poison waa made. 
Is so great that the police department 
was asked to place a guard about Max- 
well place and this Was uone, officers 
spending the night .there Tuesday 
night. 

CREATED INDIGNATION. 

The Freeing of Murderer Butcher Cy 
Acting Gov. Thorne. 

I.ouisvilie, Ky., Sept. 29. — Acting 
Gov. W. P. Thome's pardon of Clem 
Buchter, who killed bis daughter and 
shot his wife; has aroased great in- 
dignation bere, where tbe crime waa 
committed. Commonwealth Attorney 
Joseph M. Huffaker said Buchter slew 
bis own daughter because she refused 
to submit to his unnatural passion, 
and shot her mother, who attempted to 
prevent murder. Lawyer Ment O'Neal, 
who (iefendeii Mm hter, said the par- 
don was obtained without his knowl- 
edge. Acting Gov. Thome, in a state- 
ment, said be pardoned Buchter be- 
lieving that he was insane, and tbat 
the shot which killed the daughter 
was not intended for her. Dr. Hugh E. 
Tobln, the' pbyaician and surgeon of 
the state prison, denied that be bad 
verified a statement made to tfctlng 
Gov. Thorne that Burhter had loco- 
motor ataxia, that his eyesight is about 
gone and tbat his mind Is 'affected. Dr. 
Tobin said that Buchter waa neither 
blind nor insane. 

Superintendent E. A. l-oster Dead. 

Central City, Ky., Sept 29.— E. A. 
Foster, who fell from the tipple of the 
Central Coal and Iron Co.'s mines, 
died at his home here Wednesday. 
Mr. Foster had been general supi rin- 
teiident for the Central Coal and Iron 
Co. of all its mines in this locality for 
a number of years. 

Negro CxocfuS From, South Ferlc. 

Harrodsburg, Ky., Sept. 29.- Eighty 
Negroes, 30 of them women, have Ar- 
rived here from S«)uth Fori;, from 
where they were oidered to leave by 
the whites, because one of the Negroes 
stabbed a farmer's wife. It is report-

William N:iilly. Mational Secretary of

StatMsent Wednesday. 



Says His Party Has No Share in the 
Responsibility Incurred By the 
Cireulation of the Fraudu- 
lent Deeument. 

Washington, Sept. 29. — Secretary 
Loeb Wednesday night, made public 
a dispatch from United States Attor- 
ney bethea, at Chicago, regarding the 

letter purporting to have been ad- 
dressed by President Rwisevelt to Mi- 
chael Donnel\y, of Chicago, president 
of the Butchers and Meat Cutters 
union, and severely arraigfled labor 
unions. The dispatch says that Mr. 
Donnelly received no SUCh letter. The 
telegram follows: 

"Chicago. Sept. 2H. 1904.— Hon Wil- 
liam Loeb, Jr., Secretary to the Presi- 
dent, Washington: I have seen Mr. 
Donnelly. He. of course, received no 
such letter as that referred to ^n the 
morning papers and expressed his df- 
sire to find the person wlio first print- 
ed It as a genuine letter and wishes to 
do anything in his power to counteract 
its extended effects, i. H. Bethea, U. 
8. Attorney." 

Chicago. Sept. 29.— William Mailly, 
national secretary of thf socialist par- 
ty, issued a statement Wednesihiy iu 
which he says: "The socialisi parry 
has no share In the responsibiUty in- 
curred by the circuIattoD of the ficti- 
tious letter said to have been written 
to Michael Donnelly by President 
Roosevelt. The latter bears on its 
face the evidence of its own spurlous- 
ness, for, even if the president enter- 
tained tbe views attributed to him. It 
would have been eminently tactless 
and foolish for him to have given 
them out In that form at this time. 
Every piece of literature issued by the 
national socialist party bears the im- 
print of the national committee tfnd 
we are willing to accept any responsi- 
bility Its issuance may bring. Our 
indictment is of the capitalist system 
and we can find enough of truth to 
charge against it and both old parties 
without resoling to dishonest or 
questionable methods to make oaf 
case."
